NO SKILLED WORKMEN PASSED THROUGH 
THE GATES. 


An Interview Had With Supt. Potter by 


Leaders of the Locked Out Men-—Ona 
Secret Mission—Criminal Proceedings 
to Be Instituted Against the Men Who 
Shot the Pinkertons-—Stabbed by a 
Drunken Soldier.

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 18.—There seems to 
be some foundation forthe rumor that men 
arecoming from England to work in the 
Homestead Steel Works, that is, the opera- 
tives here believe that therels, and are in- 
dulging in considerable speculation over the 
matter. They point out thatthere were two 
brothers named McConnell who worked as 
foremen in the mill and came from England, 
have disapbeared and have not been seen for 
three weeks. Many of the locked out men 
believe the brothers have gone into the steel 
manufactories around Sheffield for the pur- 
pose of inducing skilled workmen to comeand 
work in the Homestead mill. This story has 
received some cridit. A foreman was spoken 
to about the rumor and he ridiculea the re- 
port. Hesaid that plenty of men could be 
secured in the United States andthat no ne- 
cessity exists for going out of the country. 
This foreman said that part of the works 
would assuredly be in operation by this after- 
noon, but aeclined to state where the men 
were to come from. 

The mass meeting at Duquesne yestercay was 
as satisfactory as the locked out men here ex- 
pected. They say thatit was never thought 
that the men of Duquesne would strike. The 
resolutions of sympathy were gratefully ac- 
knowledged, and especially the one pledging 
the Duquesne steel workers not to leave their 
plant and go to Homestead if ordered. 

A FALSE ALARM. 

There was a very interesting alarm given 
the Thirteenth regiment last night 
while on itsturn of duty. Shortly after 2:30 
acrowd of men gathered on the Pee Mickee 
tracks near the milland seemed disposed to 
come up to the soldiers. The company was 
at once ordered out and word sent to the re- 
lief which at once put the whole regiment 
under arms; when the crowd of strikers dlis- 
persed in the gloom and everybody began to 
try to find out whatit wasallabout. Among 
the searchers for tnformation was an aged 
Hungarian who became impressed with the 
belief that the soldiers who were looking into 
back yards and peering into alleys 
purposed to violate the sancti- 
ty of his chicken coops. Connols- 
seurs who heard the old gentieman, declare 
that he gave one ofthe prettiest exhibitions 
of profanity they ever heard. The perform- 
ance soon brought out an admiring and 
excited audience of Huns. The fluttering 
dove-cotes were a long time in settling down 
again, but peace reigned finally. 

Onthe whole, the incident goes to show 
the gradually increasing bitterness of feeling 
that is growing up between thetroops anda 
certain portion of the townspeople. Jeering 
remarksas the soldiers march are common 
to-day, while when the militia first came 
here there were nothing but compliments. 
The sentries and guards on the other hand 
give theirorders harshly and abruptly, and 
the solution can be fairly described as show- 
ing more tension than before. This does not 
necessarily show that there will be a col- 
lision, but rather that the conditions favor- 
able to an outbreak are becoming more 
manifest. They have existed all the time. 

WHERE THE DANGER LIES. 

There is a large body of irresponsible and 
reckless men in the town, allof them passa- 
bly well armed; and all of them having easy 
access to a great many saloons, where inspi- 
ration for bad deeds is to be had quite cheap- 
ly. A great many of these cannot speak 
English and only understand that the troops 
are here for the purpose of tyrannizing over 
them; they find the more intelligent classes 


also objecting to the presence of the troops, . 


and avery smallaccident might briog about 
@ grave consequence. 

That the military, while not expecting, 
are waking serious preparations for trouble 
can be seen bya survey of the situation in 
the camp. A large additional amount of am- 
munition bas been ordered from the Frank- 
ford arsenals, and boxes containing 1,000 
rounds each are piled all around the inside of 
the school-house where Gen. fnowden has 
his headquarters. There are about 250,000 
rounds of ball cartridges here, and at least 
50,000 more rounds are expected. The Fourth 
Regiment, Col. Case, 450 strong, was brought 
over the river into Homestead this morning 
and given the day’s tour of provost duty. 
This makes 4,160 men on duty On this side to- 
day and it is understood that three other of 
the north bank regiments will be brought 
over day by day until the mills have opened 
for work. 

NOT A FIRE LIGHTED. 

Hundreds of men to-day passed rapidly 
through the big gatein the Carnegie fence 
near the offices of the company. 
supposed, however, that they were on the 
way to start the repairs which the Carnegie 
officials had announced wonld promptly 
mark the beginning of the week, it was a de- 
cided mistake. Not workmen, but 
soldiers, was all the force that 
the huge steel works in which 
the now world-famous strike isin progress 
received on the date that had been heralded 
forthe active commencement of extensive 

reparations to resume operations. A cCare- 

ul watch, lastingall the morning, showed 
that except soldiers, clerks and bosses, nota 
soul entered the steel works. Long after the 
hour when a repair force would, under ordli- 
nary circ stances, have been at work, in- 
formation’ Aas to the progress made was 
sought atthe company’s offices.

Pickets also 
Watched the gates this morning and 
any deserter from their ranks who entered 
wo have been reported. The usual 
humber of watchmen and clerks who 
go to the mills daily were not interfered with 
inany way, butany new man who applies 
will certainly have unpleasant experiences if 
he.shows his face in townagain. The unani- 
mous decision ofallthe employes of the Uar- 
negie works who are not members 
of the Amalgamated Association and 
who number some 2,000, at their meet- 
ing yesterday, to stand out with the steel 
workers to the end, has made the entire 
force of the Homestead mills a unit, and the 
company Cannot hope to obtain a man from 
Homestead without first settling with the 
Association. 

Though cavalier treatment was accorded 
the only outsider on hand to-day who pre- 
sented the remotest resemblance toa non- 
union workman, the statement was put forth 
by one of the militia officers that while It 
was true no progress had been 
made since dawn there had been during the 
night and yesterday something substantial 
accomplished. According tothe officer wno 
had been one of those on duty inside the mill 
fence, between fifteen and twenty workmen 
had been smuggled in by ones and twos, 
» Ostof that number, he said, were brick- 
layers, or professed to be. If the asser- 
tion be true, the prospect of some- 
thing being done in the repairs would not 
seem so very remote, as the regular force of 
bricklayers who rebuild exhausted furnaces 
in the mills is only about thirty in number. 
Doubt as to the correctness of the statement, 
however, is emphasized by the reticence of 
the local Carnegie officials, whose glumnpess 
seemed to intensify as the day wore on, 

MEETING WITH POTTER. 

Interest to-day is chiefly centered in the 
visit to Supt. Potter by a committee from the 
locked-out men of the mechanical depart- 
ment. The committee was to number twenty- 
five, and coming fromthe same employes as 
epee d unset the company’s calculations 
by unanimously resolving to keep away from 
the repair shops, to-day were not expected 
to receive any too cordial welcome, 

The committee was not received with open 
arms by Supt. Potter. In factall but one of 
the committee were instructed to stay out- 
side the company’s office. ‘The chairman, a 
machinist. named G. T. Lamb, was the only 
one of the two score or more workmen who 
was accorded an audience. Part of the dele- 

ation got no further\than the outside of the 
ence. They waited as patiently as_ they 
could in the public roadway. Chairman Lamb 
did not emerge from the Carnegie office for 
nearly an hour. Contrary to expectations he 
reported that he had helda pleasant confer- 
ence with the superintendent. What its na- 
ture was he declined tosay. The committee 
immediately afterwards sent word to the 
local Advisory Board of the Amalgamated 
Association to have representatives on hand 
to hear what has beendone at the meeting 
with the superintendent. The committee 
then wentinto private session and aftera 
considerable time summoned all the men em- 
ployed inthe Carnegie mechanical depart- 
menttoa general meeting to be held at 4 
PD. m. 

ON A SECRET MISSION. 

About a dozen of the strikers’ leaders not 
members of the Advisory Committee, but se- 
lected from the most conservative and best 
educated men in the Ama!gamated Associa- 
tion, ieft forthe Easton the noon train to- 
day. ‘Their mission is a secret one and none 
of those who are going willgive the faintest 
intimation of what they are going 
for. It is understood, however, that 
Aa number of steel workmen from 
the great Belgian steel foundry at Seraing 
have been brought to America by the Carne- 
gie company, and that these men are to meet 
themandurgethem notto takethe part of 
the employers inthe fight at Homestead. The 
factthat adds some color tothisramor is 
that most ofthe delegation who leave to-day 
canspeak French. It could not be discov- 
ered whether the Seraing men had already 
landed or not, but there is little doubt that 
the Amalgamated Association knows where 
they are ifthey are anywhere in this country 
and wiil gain access tothem. 

There is a story current here this after- 
noon thateighty non-union workmen have 
arrived at Taylortown on the Baltimore & 
Ohio road. Nothing definite is Known con- 
cerning them, but a committee has been sent 
out by the Amalgamated Association to in- 
vestigate the matter. It is stated that the 
Twelfth Regiment has been ordered into the 
works to do policeduty. They have not gone 
in yet, however, and several captains in the 
regiment say they have not been ordered to 
do so. 

Gov. Pattison will be in Homestead to- 
morrow uniess he changes his mind. In- 
formation tothe effect was received at Di- 
vision Headquarters to-day. When the Gov- 
ernor arrives he will be received with all the 
ceremony due to his positionand an inspec- 
tion of troops will follow. 

This morning a great bundle of inspection 
sheets was delivered at Division Headgquar.- 
ters and its receipt is believed to indicate an 
inspection within the next day or two. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


WARRANTS OUT FOR THE ARREST OF THE 
HOMESTEAD LEADERS. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—This afternoon 
information was made before Alder- 
man McMasters for murder against 
Hugh O’Donnell, John McLuckie, Syl Critch- 
low, Anthony. Flaherty. Samuel Berkel, 
James Flannagan and Hugh Ross. These men 
are all leaders of the strike at Homestead, 
and they are charged with the murder of T. 
J. Connors, Silas Wayne, twoof the Pinker- 
ton men killed inthe riots. Warrants have 
been issued and itis probable the men will 
be arrested this afternoon, with the excep- 
tlod of Hugh O’Donnell, who is outof the 
city. 


IN THE OTHER MILLS. 


STRIKERS STILL REFUSE TO RE-ENTER THE 
SERVICE OF THE CARNEGIBS. 

PITTSBURG, Pa:, July 18.—The limit of time 
given by the Carnegie Co. to the 
sympathetic strikers at the Twenty-ninth 
and Thirty-third street mills inthe Lawrence- 
ville district to return to work expires to- 
day, but judging from the indications this 
morning none of them wlll avail themselves 
of the opportunity to undo their work 
of last week. This does not signify, however, 
that the strikers are a unit in the 
opinion that they have taken the proper 
course. Many ofthe mill hands, including 
soime that have grown gray in the works and 
were identified with the plants lone before 
they passed into the possession of the Car- 
negie company, are free to admit in private 


‘conversation that a serious mistake has been 


made and that it would have been better had 
the men contented themselves with pledging 


their moral and financial support to the 
Homestead men &%S was dugne by the 
workers at Duquesne yesterday afternoon. 
At the same time they regretfully admit that 
itis now too late tofaceabout, and thatto 
return to work would only expose: them to 
the contempt of united labor everywhere, 


throwingup the sponge, and these, it is ad- 
mitted, are in the large majority. Conse- 
uently the minority is in what may be 
described as a state of duress, willing to 
work, but afraid to make the attempt. 
Notwithstanding the confident tone that 
was manifested at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Advisory Committee, fears were enter- 
tained that some of the wavering men. might 
attempt to return to work this morning. Ac- 
cordingly atan early hour pickets were or- 
dered to watch the approaches to the mills, 
and they were attheir postsas early as 3 
o’clock. They had their labor for their pains, 
however, for when the Advisory Committee 
went into session atil o’clock the reports 
showed that nota single union manhad at- 
tempted to enter the mills. 
There are about 2,500 names on the Ly dl rolls 
of the two mills. Of these 1,000 are union or 
ilied workmen and the rest mechanics and 
laborers employed in the filling and kindred 
de nts.

anearly hour. ‘‘We did not startup to-day 
as we intended to,’’ said he, ‘‘simply be- 
cause we are not ready. We do not antici- 
pate trouble in starting the works, how- 
ever, despite the failure of the men to 
respond to the notice resuming work. We 
will have what men we need just as soon as 
these mills are ready for them.’’ 

The strikers believe that the company will 
endeavor to recruit its forces by offering big 
wages to men now employed in outside mills, 
but say thatthey will beable to checkmate 
any sucha move, The tonnage department 
they insist, must be started up with the old 
hands, or — at all. The fact that the 
upon whose support they had re- 
lied, are all at work is not to their 
liking, but they cannot Interfere, because the 
men hold no allegiance to the union. More- 
over they say that it will take but a couple of 
days orsoto finish up the material~ that re- 
mainsinthe mills, andthat then the com- 
pany will be forced to lay off the 1,500 men 
and shut down the plants until the trouble is 
settled and the tonnage men go back to work. 

The Beaver Falis employes of Carnegie’s 
kept their threat and did not go to worx this 
meena, consequently the mill did not re- 
sume. he men are orderly and stand about 
the streets talking in low and guarded tones. 

Many of the strikers think the move made 
last Friday was not wise, and admit this, but 
remain firm in their determination to adhere 
tothe stand taken. The report that extra 
watchmen had been placed: abott the prop- 
erty by the company is untrue. The plant is 
in charge of the two regular watchmen and 
everything is quiet. 


COST OF A TON OF STEEL. 


QUESTION WHICH FRICK REFUSED TO 
ANSWER. 


PITTSBURG, Pa,, July 18.—When Manager 
Frick was before the Congressional Investi- 
gating Committee last week he was pressed 
to give the cost of producing a ton of steel at 
the Homestead plant, but refused to answer 
the question. The committee strove in 
various ways to get facts on this important 
question, but were unable to do go from an 
authoritative source. The cost of produc- 
tion Known, itisan easy step to determine 
whether or notthe Carnegie Co. can afford 


to pay the wages demanded by the work- 
men, asthe selling price isa matter of any 
day market quotations. Yesterday a local 
paper printed the following, claiming the 
figures were taken from the ks of the 
Carnegia Co. showing the cost of production 
in December, 1889:

As will be seen the above figures governea 
the wages ofthe menin December, 1889, at 
which time the men were working under a 
sliding scale of $30a ton. The reductions 
since then are well Known, asthere wasa 
drop every three montts until it reached the 
minimum, $25. On July 6, 1889, accorcing to 
the Pittsburg quotations of the American Man- 
ufacturer, whose figures are accepted by both 
sides in the averagement of wages, acid O.H. 
steel was selling at 2%c per pound, or $S5a 
ton; the first cost of production was $26.98. 
Then inorder to be just, it is necessary 
to enumerate tne expense attached to rolling 
at@nofacid V0. H. into a plate and alsothe 
cost in the slabbing mill and the total cost of 
one ton reaches $41. With the market quota- 
tions atthat time it is readily seenthat the 
profit tothe Carnegie company per tonruns 
exactly $14. Two percentoff is allowed on 
their figures for cash sales. 

The figures on the basic O. H. vary but lit- 
tle; the cost perton quoted selling price, 
ete., would net a profit of. something like $16 
per ton. As previously stated, since then 
the minimum basis has dropped, reductions 
inali departments accepted and the cost of 
labor made much lower. 


STABBED BY A SOLDIER, 


THE RESULT OF A MILITIAMAN’S ALL-NIGHT 
CAROUSBAL. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—David_ Lester of 
Company A, Fourteenth Regiment, NG. P., 
stabbed Frank Calhoun with his bayonet, on 
Grant street, near Fifth avenue, Pittsburg, 
at9:300’clock this morning. ‘The affray is 
the outcome of a night’s carousal that Lester 
and Howard Hook indulged in last night. 
They were drinking yet this morning. They 
went along Grant street insulting every per- 
son they met, brandishing their bayonets in 
the faces of the passers-by. They entered 
the rooms of Undertaker Beinfauer singing, 
and were very noisy. Mr. Beinhauer ordered 
them out. This they complied with, but re- 
newed the noise outside the building. They 
defied arrest, but when Bienhauer tele: 


phoned for an Officer, the drunken 
men started off. When they reached De- 
vore’s undertaking establishment, where 
Calhoun is employed, the latter advised 
Lesterto be more careful with the bayonet 
he was thrusting about. Lester, with avile 
exclamation, plunged the ves eB into Cal- 
houn’s stomach. Calhoun fell without a 
Lester rushed upon him again, but 
was caught by bystanders. After @ hard 
fight Lester and Hook were arrested. Dr. 
McKelvery, who attended Calhoun, says the 
wound is very serious; the stomach was torn 
and the liver penetrated by the bayonet and 
he has no hope of Caihoun’s recovery. Cal- 
houn is54 years of age, a member of the 
Grand Army ofthe Republicand has a fam- 
tly. Lester livesin the Thirty-second Ward 
and is 26 years old. Lester and Hook were 
deserters from the camp at Homestead.

Chief Officer <Apertz was in 
churge of the Switzerftand to-day and he said 
but few of the steamer’s passengers were 
Belgians, and that none were iron-workers. 


A SPURIOUS CIRCULAR. 


APPEAL FOR AID NOT AUTHORIZED BY THE 
AMALGAMATED MEN, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—The dispatches 
from New York last might stated that a paper 
was being circulated in New Yorx City ap- 
pealing in the name of the Amalgamated 
Association for financial ald to provide for 
poor strikers in Homestead. The paper was 
said to be gigned by President William 
Weihe and Thomas J, Crawford and George 
C. Ryland, two of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion’s leaders in Homestead, : 

When President Weihe was shown the tele- 
gram from New York this morning and asked 
ifthe paper being circulated was genuine, 
he said: ‘‘I have no knowledge of sucha cir- 
cular, One thing 1s _ positive. I never 
authorized the use of My name upon any such 
paper, and I entertain serious doubts if Mr. 
Ryland or Mr. Crawford know anything 
about the matter. Thecircular did not em- 


anate fromthe National Lodge, and if the 
Homestead people gave their sanction to 
such a measure being used for securing 
financial aid, I most certainly would have 
heard something of it, 

**Anotherthing, if the papers were gen- 
uine, Ishould naturally lleve that the 
name of Hugh O’Donnell should have been 
Signed tothe appeal instead of the other 
men. For my part 1 think the paperisa 
hoax. It has only been a short time since 
the same thing was attempted in this city 
and the Amaigamated Association put a stop 
toit. During the present troubles we have 
received numerous offers of finan- 
cial assistance from outside lodges 
all Over the seat and the 
Homestead leaders ave received 
an equal number. Ifthe locked out men 
needed money they would have answered 
these communications or notify the lodges to 
the same. Thereisno need ofa petition be- 
ing circulated and Iam emphaticin my be- 
lief itisnot genuine. The railroad men on 
the Pittsourg, Virginia & Charleston road 
Jaugh atthereport thatthey will refuse to 
haul non-union freight to and from. the 
Homestead mill. An engineer gaid to-day 
that he‘forone would not quit work anda 
humber of yardmen spoke in the same way. 
They regard the strike at Homestead as none 
of their business.’’ 


DIED OF HIS WOUND, 


EDWARD SPEAR, A PINKERTON, SHOT IN THE 
HOMESTEAD BATTLE. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—Edward Spear,a 
resident of Chicago, one of the Pinkerton 
detectives, died about midright last night. 
He had been shotintherigut leg during the 
battle on the barges at Homestead on 


Wednesday, the 6th inst. He was takento 
the West Penn Hospital that evening, with 
the others, and was not regarded as seri- 
ously hurt. His wound was near the thigh, 
and his death is attributed to exhaustion. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Striking Miners Pursued by Troops and 


Arrested. 

BuRKE, Idaho, July 18.—The work of arrest 
is proceecing with great care and delibera- 
tion. A Deputy United States Marshal 
marches through camp and spots a striker 
and the troops selze him. Few of the union 
men remain hereand there are few known 
in this vicinity. The canyon has been 
scoured and only one man was found. Scouts 
report the presence of armed bodies of men 
at various points, but there have been no 
outbreaksto show their whereabouts. An 
exodus Of strixers is taking place by way of 
Glidden’s Pass to Thomson Falls.

The Missouri State Capital Invaded 
by Candidates and Politicians. 


Conflicting Claims of Strength Made 
by Gubernatoral Aspirants. 


STONE AND DALTON IN THE LEAD, 
BUT GIBSON A POSSIBLE WINNER. 


Dr. Frank J. Lutz Proposed for Temporary 
Chairman-—Claycomb and Yeaman 
Deny That They Are Stalking Horses 
—The Railroads Do Not Pay O’Meara’s 
Freight-Why Gov. Francis Is Not 
Keeping Bachelor’s Hall. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., July 18.—Dr.W. Pope 
Yeaman and Lieut.-Gov. 8. H. Claycomb got 
here this morning, both obtaining head- 
quarters at the City Hotelin the row with 
the headquarters of Stone, Dalton and Gib- 
son. Both gentlemen found on their arrival 
that very substantial stories were in circula- 
tion charging them with being in the race 
merely to hold certain counties and transfer 
them at the proper time to other candidates. 
Claycomb is said by the Dalton men to be the 
stalking horse for Stone, They are inthe 
same Congressional district and their friends 


are much the same. 

This is positively denied by both the friends 
of Stone and Claycomb, but the denial does 
not weaken the story with the delegates who 
are coming in. 

Dr. Pope Yeaman said to-day with his 
usual vagueness: ‘‘I have as much strength 
as I have ever thought I would have at this 
time.’’ 

**Will you throw your strength over to Gib- 
son at any time?’’ 

**That story is the biggest whopper I have 
ever heard,’’ saidthe preacher. ‘‘I will be 
in the race on the very last ballotand I will 
withdraw under no circumstances. I have 
no connection with Dalton, Stone or Gibson, 
butI am making my canvass straightfor- 
wardly on myself,.’’ 

Neither ClaycombpD nor Yeaman has gaineda 
vote since yesterday. The Stone men hurried 
about anxiously to-day tryingto finda out 
what truth there wasina statement that 
some sortof an arrangement to the disad- 
vantage of Stone had been made between 
the Dalton and Gibson managers. It turned 
out that Dalton and Chairman Charles Mafiitt 
ofthe State Committee had hada long talk 
onthe traincoming upfrom St. Louis and 
this fad been observed by some friend of 
Stone who was on the same train. 

THINGS ARE TOO CLOSE. 

One of the Dalton men who Is closest to the 
candidate said: ‘‘We can’t combine or even 
talk of combining with anybody at this time. 
Things are too close. We hdve the 
majority of the votes, but not enough to 
nominate, and it is anybody’s race yet. Dal- 
ton has talked with Charley Maffitt about the 
convention, but there has been no hint of a 
combination.’’ 

The five candidates are to-day getting the 
plans in shape for the presentation of their 
names totheconvention. The Dalton man- 
agers had selected Senator C. F. Cochrane 
of St. Joseph to perform that service, 
but the Senator objected on the score that he 
was nota delegate, It isnow about settled 
that U. 8.

NEWS OF THE PLAGUE’S EXTENT SUP- 
PRESSED BY RUSSIANS. 


& Number of Fatal Cases in the Suburbs 
of Paris—Stocks of Disinfectants Ex- 
hausted—British Elections—Bismarck- 
ian Organs Asking for Royal Clemency 
—General Foreign News. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 18.—The distressed 
famine districts and the mortality in the 
cholera-stricken cities far exceed anything 
allowed to appear inthe Russian press. The 
fact that orders for disinfectants and medi- 
cine have been received by German firms 
which the trade is unable to meet testifies to 
thealarm of Russian official circles. One 
firmalone nas received an order for 60,000 
Kilograms of carbolic acid from the Czar’s 
physician in ordinary, but is unable to sup- 
ply it, as the stocks have already been ex- 
hausted by orders from other parts of 
Russia. 

A woman has died of a suspicious disease tn 
Trieste and five doctors are unable to decide 
whether it was Asiatic cholera ora mild form 
of the disease that killed her. Several cases 
resembling cholera have occurredin a Rou- 
manian village, near the Servian frontier. 

The Russian War Minister has issued in- 
Sstructionsto the commandants of Russian 
garrisons to the effect thatin event of a riot 
Similar to that at Astrakhan the troops 
must intervene and must use ball 
Cartridges against the rioters, In view 
of the danger of a repeti- 
tion of the recent riot, itis proposed to es- 
tablish a temporary dictatorship in the 
cholera affected districts similar to that es- 
tablished during the prevalence of the plague 
after the Russo-Turkish war. 

Six cases of cholera had arrived at Kazab 
by steamer up toJuly 14, and of the6 pa- 
tients 5died. There have been 48cases and 
18 deaths at Saratof and 60 cases and 18 
deaths at Azoff. 

To-day’s mortuary register shows 10 deaths 
in Northern Paris attributed to cholera. 


BRITISH ELECTIONS, 
DRIFT OF NEWSPAPER OPINION ON THE RE- 
SULT. 

LONDON, July 18.—The Times in an editorial 
on the election says: ‘‘The election of Mr. 
Clancy by more than a thousand votes over 
his sacerdotalcompetitor completes the rout 
of the Clericals in Archbishop Walsh’s 
county. The Irish there have shown plainly 
thatthey are not clericals and will not be 
ruled by clericals. 

**Saturday was a day full of encouragement 
for the Unionists. Had the results then. ob- 
tained been gained earlier in the struggle, 
we would probably have had a different ac- 
count to give oftheissue of the entire cam- 
paign.’’ 

The Chronicle says: ‘*It would be useless for 
Mr. Gladstone to go before the country on 
the home rule bill before he has done some- 
thing not only to improve the voting ma- 
chine by registration and a one-man-one-vote 
bill, but alsoto convince the working class 
and the middle classthat it is worth their 
while to use it in the Liberalinterest, Mr. 
Gladstone need not hurry to try a fall with 
the House of Lords. Hecan fill the intervals 
between the early and later stages of the home 
rule bill and between its first rejection by the 
House of Lords and its renewed tender by the 
House of Commons with fiscal London and 
ruralreforms. For the Liberals to gotothe 
country with empty hands is to decree either 
itsdoom or vital modification of its entire 
organism.’’ 

The Daily News says: ‘‘The general impres- 
sion that Lord Sallsbury will meet Parlia- 
ment without resigning may be dismissed 
with the hypothesis that he proposes to in- 
troduce a home rule bill and dish the Liberals 
by capturing the Irish vote—a maneuver 
which would tickle the humor of both uncle 
and nephew. But another course remains 
which, though it would not save him from 
defeat, might enable him to fall with the 
hope of speedy resurrection, 

**He could produce a Queenh’s speech stuffed 
with promises of domestic reform. He need 
not be squeamish about overloading the ship 
or going too far, us he know’s he does not re- 
quire to fulfill his promises. Some negotia- 
tions, too, may be artfully contrived to bring

THE KAISER’S REALM, 

BISMARCKIAN ORGANS ASKING 

CLEMENCY. 

BERLIN, July 18.—The Bismarcklan organs 
are beginning to recognize that their grand 
attack on the Government has falled. The 
Peuische Wehrendlatt, a Bismarck paper, sums 
up a long appeal for peace and good will 
with an allusion tothe right of clemency as 
the noblest ornament of thecrown. When 
Prince Bismarck, who has always asserted 
that he has done no wrong and has nothing 
to regret or withdraw, fs classed by his own 
friends among those for whom the mercy of 
the crown can be invoked it may be assumed 
that the worst of the fight is over. 

Adispatchtothe Tagebiatt from Zanzibar 
reports that the natives of Unyanyembe have 
revolted and threaten the German forces. 
The rumor is of serious import as in case ofa 
revolt the important stationof Tabora will 
bein danger, ‘The report is partly confirmed 
by the dispatch received by the German Anti- 
Slave Lottery Co., that the united troops of 
Tabora and the expeditions under Count 
Sweinitz and Capt. Spring recently attacked 
and captured the fortified town of Quikoro, 
belonging to Chief Sikki, after a hard struggle 
in which three Germans were killed and eight 
were wounded, among the latter being Count 
Sweinitz.

LONDON’S POISONER, 


TRIAL OF THOMAS NEAL CREAM ON A CHARGE 
OF MURDER, 


LONDON, July 18.—Thomas Neal Cream was 
arraigned at the Bow Street Police Court to- 
day, before Sir John Bridge, on the charge of 
murdering Matilda Clover by administering 
to her certain pills containing strychnine, 
The prisoner’s sample pill case was brought 
into Court. 

Mr. Gill, who appeared for the prosecution, 
recited the grounds of the charge. He said 
that the death of Matilda Clover, a young 
woman of 25, residing in the Lambeth road, 
occurred as far back as 1889. She had been in 
the company of aman with whom she had 
struck upan acquaintance on the day be- 
fore, and returned apparently well and 
hearty; but before retiring forthe night she 
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Ss. 
strychnine discovered in the stomach was 4 
quarter of a grain. 

Ellen Denworth’s death had barely been 
forgotten when the double murder of Alice 
Marsh and Emma Shrivell,- who lived to- 
gether in Stamford street, startled the town. 
The subsequent analysis of the stomachs re- 
vealed the fact that they had unquestionably 
been poisoned by strychnine. 

Meantime the prisoner, whose real name 
appears to be Thomas Neill Cream, was ar- 
rested on the charge of extortion, in having 
written a letter addressed to Dr. Harper, in 
which it was alleged that his son, Walter, 
poisoned Alice Marsh and Emma Shrivell, 
but the writer was willing to suppress the 
evidence for £1,500. A watch was kept and 
Neill was shortly arrested. The police found 
at the prisoner’s lodgings both capsules and 
strychnine. The prisoner was fully identi- 
fled as the last person seen in the Clover 
girl’s company before she was seized with her 
fatal illness. 

The jury of inquest found a verdict of wil- 
full murder against Cream, In hisresume of 
the case Mr. Gill withheld from any airect 
allusion to the reports that Cream had been 
guilty of crime in America.

JUDGE MORRIS AND MARSHAL M’DONALD. 


They Have an Exciting Tilt inthe First 
¢@ District Police Court. 


Marshall McDonald and Judge Morris en- 
tertained a large audience for half an hour 
or more in the First District Police Court to- 
day. Nina Marshalland Lillie Allen, one of 
her girls, were on trial,and Mr. McDonald 
was trying to introduce evidence to show, as 
he claimed, that the frequent raids onthe 
Marshall house were the result of a conspir- 
acy against her on the part of cer- 


tain officials in the Police Depart- 
ment, that Patrolmen Woodling and Ed 
Fox, who made the arrests, acted under the 
instructions not of Sergt. Jones but of 
another man ipfiuential in police circles, 
though not himself a member of the depart- 
ment, and as City Attorney Butler objected 
to the questions which were intended to 
bring out this information, the Court would 
sustainthe objection. ‘‘I will not permit 
the name of any decent man to be brought out 
in this connection,’’ said Judge Morris, and 
when Mr. McDonald again asked officer 
Woodling to state if+*he had not re- 
ceived his instructions from the gentleman 
before mentioned by him Judge Morris 
promptly interfered. Miss Marshall would 
be a great dealworse off if her attor- 
ney persistedin asking such questions, said 
the Judge. 

Mr. McPonald began to get red in the face 
and glared at the court as he ‘said: ‘‘She will 
not.’’ 

‘*I beg pardon, she will,’’ said Judge Mor- 
ris,also getting very red and ralsing his 
voice as he spoke. 

‘*I beg pardon, she won’t,’’ retorted Mr, 
McDonald, almost boiling over with rage. 

‘* I tell you she will before I get through,’’ 
cried the judge. 

‘*‘T wanttosay to you right here that you 
can’t tell my client that she will be worse off 
for having employed me. Iwill not tolerate 
it,’’ cried McDonald. 

‘*‘Itell youif you conduct youself in that 
way I’ll doit,’’ replied the court. 

Then Mr. McDonaid began to cool offa 
little, and he said: ‘‘I don’t think it be 
comes your Honor to talk to me in that 
way!’’ 

‘*No matter whether it becomes me or not, 
I’ll do it,’’ said the Judge. 

Mr. McDonald asked the same question 
again of the witness, when Judge Morris, 
lowering his voice, appealed to the attorney 
todesist. ‘‘Ithink yououghtto be reason- 
able,’’ he said, to which Mr. McDonald re- 
Plied: ‘‘Ithink I would be reasonable if I 
went to any extreme after having been 
treated as I have by this Court.’’ 

‘*You ought to have more respect for the 
Court and yourself,’’ said Judge Morris, 
warming up again. 

‘*I have respect for the bench and the man 
who sits on it so longas he isonthe bench and 
treats me right.’’ | 

The Court: ‘tI will not permitit. You have 
no right to complain of the way your client, 
Miss Marshall, has been treated In this court. 
She has never been fined excessively.’’ 

Mr. McDonald: ‘‘Your Honor ts entitled to 
your opinion.’’ 

Then turning to the witness he said: *‘Now, 
Mr. Officer, you may come down.’’ . 

‘*That’s the case, Your Honor,’’ said City 
Attorney Butler. 

‘*‘Why don’t you put Sergt. Jones on the 
stand?’’ asked McDonald. 

‘*‘Wedon’t have to,’’ was the reply of Mr. 
Butler. 

Mr. McDonald had already tried to get

A ROPE AROUND HIS NECK WHEN RES- 
CUED BY OFFICERS. 


Bola Act of Piracy in the South Sea 
Islands—Swindling Bank Officials Ar- 
rested in Mexico—Fatal Bayonet Thryst 
by a Pittsburg Militiaman—Miscellane- 
ous Crime News. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., July 18.—Spartanburg 
was thrown into a wild state of excitement 
yesterday. All day long parties of mill 
operators have been searching for Andy Jef- 
ferds, anegro, who killed William Atkins, a 
white operative, early yesterday morning. 
Jefferds isa bad negro, and has been in the 
penitentiary for house-breaking. Atkins was 
a carder at the Spartan Millis, and leaves 
afamily. It was ascertained last night that 
Jefferds had been found in a swamp. 
In a’ few minutes the place .was 
surrounded by a crowd of an infuriated 
mob, and after a short search the 
negro was found and captured. He was 
brought out tothe street, and in less time 
than it takes totellit was surrounded by a 
mob of 200 or 300. They were armed with 
pistols, shotguns, knives and razors, and 
were clamoring in theircriesto ‘‘lynch him!’’ 
‘*hang him!’’ and ‘‘kiilhim!’’ The negro was 
led toatree, a rope was placed about his 
neck and a man went up the tree to make it 
fast. Inthe meantime the enraged factory 
people beat the negro with stones and cut 
him on the neck with Knives. He was badly 
hurt and the mon seemed like wild beasts in 
their eagerness tokillthe man. They were 
justabout to hang him up when Andrew 
Moore, Dr. Evans, David Thomas, §&. 
H,. and 8s. N. Evans and several other 
gentlemen rushed up and begged 
the mobtospare him. After much difficulty, 
during which it seemed asif several would be 
killed, the leaders of the mob were prevailed 
upon to let the law take its course. The rope 
was removed from the negro’s neck and, 
surrounded by a howling mob, he was taken 
to the jail and delivered to the Sheriff. On 
the way there he was many times struck 
with stones and otherwise ill treated. An 
effort was made just as the man was taken 
into jail, to shoot him, but this was promptly 
put down by the Sheriff and his aides. The 
mob remained for a short time about the 
jail, cursing and flourishing their weapons, 
and then dispersed. It means death to any- 
one who tries to take the negro from the jail. 


CRIME NEWS. 
BOLD ACT OF PIRACY IN THE SOUTH SEA 
ISLANDS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 18.—A few months 
ago the schooner Undine of 180 tons salled 
from this port for the South Sea Islands in 
command of Capt. Castella. The vessels’ 
crew consisted of the captain and eight men, 
At Honolulu a man who said he was the 
mate’s brother joined the vessel, and about 
three days out from Honolulu one of the 
brothers shot the captain and supercargo,. 
The crew were then piied with poisoned 


liquor, and made away with, except the 
steward, who wms given a bribe of $1,000. 

At one of the islands a new crew of natives 
was shipped ana the schooner proceeded to 
Ascension Island. There the steward re- 
vealed the crimeto the authorities, who ar- 
rested the murderers ana sent them to Ma- 
nilla. Uhe Undine ts not owned In San Fran- 
cisco, and the Merchants’ Exchange know 
nothing about her. There is a schooner Un- 
dine owned at Portland by J. T. Gray.

| 4 PLEA OF INSANITY #3: 


Inquiry as to Alice Mitchell’s Mental 
Condition. 


OPENING OF THE LEGAL BATTLE OVER 
THE MEMPHIS TRAGEDY, 


The Defense Trying to Prove That She 
Was Morally Irresponsible—Father of 
the Accused Upon the Witness Stand— 
History of the Events That Ended in 
Freda Ward’s Death. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 18.—The Alice 
Mitchell investigation asto her present in- 
sanity wastaken up in the Criminal Court 
this morning and, strange to say, the 
crowd present was not large, the 
insanity phase of the case evi- 
dently not being what the public wanted 
to hear. About a dozen ladies by their pres- 
ence added some grace to the surroundings, 
Miss Mitchell was cladin a becoming black 
dress, a white straw hat fashionably trimmed 
with white satin ribbon. Her face was pale, 
but she was perfectly self-possessed, and 
smiled occasionally at her own thoughts, as 
she spoketonoone, Her father and brother 
sat on either side of her, 

An intelligent jury of twelve men, includ- 
ing business men and professional men of 
known character, was easily secured totry 
the issue, Attorney-General George Peters 
represented the State and Gen. Iuwke E. 
Wright and Col. George Gantt had charge of 
the defendant’s case, Mr. George Mitchell, 
the father of Alice, was placed on the stand 
and testified asto the insanity of his wife, 
Alice’s mother, and asto her being for three 
months after childbirth confined inthe in- 
sane asylum at Fulton, Mo. Her mind 
has never fully recovered. They had 
seven children, Alice being the youngest. 
Alice was bornin New Orleans, and at the 
time of her birth the mother again showed 
Signs of insanity, displaying the greatest 
dislike to one of the daughters, who 
had to be sent away in consequence, 
She showed no signs of insanity at the 
birth of any of the other children, “Alice was 
always a strange child, very self-willed and 
peculiar. She would often withdraw herself 
from the family and confine herself to her 
room. She had peculiar tastes, was fond of 
playing marbles and ball like boys and 
riding a horse with or without a 
saddle. She had noinclination for study or 
school and cared nothing for the society of 
young men, 

Mr. Mitchell was very much affected when 
he referred to his wife’s mental condition 
and broke out into sobs and with some difi- 
culty controlled himself. 

Alice often signed receipts for articles de- 
livered at the house and often signed them 
Freda Ward, insteadof her own name, and 
gave as a reason that she was thinking about 
Freda Ward at the time. 

Miss Mitchell was visibly affected when her 
father gave expression to his pent-up feel- 
ings. 

Some time previous to the killing 
of Freda Ward, he missed his razor and has 
never seen it since. After the killing Alice 
told him that she had killed Freda 
because she loved her and “Freda 
had gone back on her, after having promised 
tomarry her. she did not seem to regret the 
act and felt uo sorrow or remorse, at least 
she has never expressed any. 

Mr. Mitchell was stili on the stand 
the court took a recess. 

It was on the 25th of January last Alice 
Mitchell kliled Freda Ward, siashing her 
throat with a razor, on the levee front of 
Memphis. 

The sisters Ward, Freda and Jo, had been 
visiting friends in Memphis, and intended to 
go home on the Ora Lee, which steamer 
passes Golddust, asmall town seventy-four 
miles above Memphis, As they and a 
friend, Miss Christina Purnell, passed 
Front street at Madison a buggy, occupied 
by Miss Alice Mitchell, Miss Lillie Johnson 
and Thomas Maler, ai2-year-old boy, was 
driven uptothe Custom-house walk. Miss 
Mitchell got out justas Misses Ward and Miss 
Christian passea. She said something to 
Miss Johnson, then followed the trio. hen 
they were about half way between Front 
Street and the railroad tracks on the levee, 
and picking their way carefully, along the 
ice-covered walk, Miss Mitchell - overtook 
them, and drawing 
at Miss Frederica

The most passionate Iet- 
ers passed between them, Freda’s married 
sister saw the contents of one of these letters 
and frustrated the elopement, forbidding 
Freda to ever speak again to Alice. An en-

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Busy Day in the House—Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.—This being 
suspension day there was a large attendance 
in the House, each member hoping to secure 
a glance of recognition from the Speaker to 
call up special measures, 

Mr. Simpson (F. A.) of Kansas endeavored 
to secure the adoption ofa resolution setting 
a day for the consideration of a bill opening 
the Cherokee Strip, but Mr. Holman objected. 

A resolution was passed authorizing the 
Secretary of State to affix the seal or the 
United States to a document en- 
itled ‘*The Administrate of the Government 
of the four hundredth anniversary of the 


discovery of America,’’ prepared hy Gen. 
James D. McBride, also authorizing the ac- 
ce oo ofacopy thereof by the Govern- 
ment. 

The first bill called up under suspension of 
the rules was that to create the California 
Debris Commission and regulate hydraulic 
mining in California. The bill was supported 
by Mr. Caminetti (Dem. of California) and 
Mr. Cowles (Dem. of North Carolina). 

The President pro tem, laid before the Sen- 
atea petition from AssemblyNo. l4, Knights of 
Labor of New York City, stating that the . 
Homestead troubles ‘‘are the legitimate and 
inevitable outcome of the capitalist or wage 
system,’’ by which ‘‘our free institutions are 
being rapidly undermined,’’ and demanding 
thatthe Pinkertons ana their em loyers be 
treated as pirates and indicted,tried and ext- 
cuted as national malefactors. Referred to 
the Committee on Education and Labor. 

A bill was introduced in the House to-day 
by Mr. Broderick (Republican, of Kansas), a 
member of the special committee to investi- 
gate the Homestead troubles, forbidding the 
interstate transportation of armed forces, 
The measure is aimed at the Pinkerton and 
other detective organizations and was re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Senator Morgan to-day introduced in the 
Senate the bill introduced inthe House some 
time since grantingtoO. C. Moren and his 
associates the right to lay telegraph cables 
in the Pacific Ocean between the American 
and Asiatic coasts. 

The House Committee on Ways and Means

Wo Jim, an East Side Chinaman, was ar- 
rested yesterday for making an assault to 
Killone Look Ding,a Chinese merchant at 
2045 Market street. Wo Jim was after Look 
Ding with a villainous looking pair of Chinese 
Highbinder knives. 

Look Ding is the treasurer of the East Side 
Chinatown. The quarter they inhabit is illu- 
minated by numerous electric lights. Yes- 
terday at2o’clock inthe afternoon Wo Jim 
went into Look Ding’s store armed with a 
big revolver. He accused Look Ding of being 
a boodlerand conspiring with the Electric 
Light company to defraud the Chinamen. 
Look Ding denied thecharge andsaid: ‘‘Here 
are my books. If you think I don’t use the 
money of the association rightly,look through 
—— and satisfy yourselfasto the expendli- 

ure.’’ 

Jim drew his revolver and flourished it 
awhile, but left the store without doing any 
damage. About3 o’clock he met Dinginan 
alley, which is the go ae street in China- 
town. He stopped him and renewed the 
quarrel andaccusations. Ding is an honest 
merchant, highly respected by his country- 
men, and the accusations naturally annoyed 
him and he resentedthem. Wo Jim would 
not listen to reason and pranced around the 
alley, making ali kinds of threats. 

Finally he could restrain his passion no 
longer, and, going down into the big pockets 
of his breeches, drew out the knives. He 
rushed toward Ding with an uplifted knife in 
each hand, evidently intending tocarve him 
into small bits. L. G. Chung, superintendent 
and general manager for that colony of Chi- 
namen, saw his friend Dingin danger and 
rushed to his assistance. From beuind he 
threw his arms around Wo Jim, binding his 
hands and the awful knives to his sides. 

Jim struggied to free himself, uttering 
curses and threats. Chung hung on tohis 
prisoner. Special officer for Chinatown, R. 
A. Fulenwider, saw the disturbance and ran 
to Chung’s assistance. Jim refused to sur- 
render or throw down the Knives, and would 
not quiet down untilafier receiving a severe 
rap onthe head from the club of the special 
officer. Jim was turned over to Officer Raf- 
ferty and sent tothe city jail. 

There he displayed the stoicism of hisnation 
while Police surgeon Smith was dressing the 
deep and longincision in his forhead made 
by the blow from the officer’s club. Jim 
coolly told his countrymen who followed him 
to jail how itall happened. Every once ina 
while when the pain became too great Jim 
would show by the twitching of the flesh 
that he was suffering, but would notuttera 
word oracry of pain. 

The Knives Jim was armed with are cruel 
looking. They aremadeupin pairs, one for 
the right hand ana one fortheleft. They are 
two feet in length and have handles likea 
sword. The blade is thick and about two 
inches broad and as sharp as a razor,

SHE WAS JEALOUS. | 


Officer McCormack’s Wife Assaults a 
Rival for His Affections. 


EXCITING ENCOUNTER BETWEEN THE 
WOMEN NEAR THE FOUR COURTS. 


Allthe Parties Taken in Charge by the 
Police—Officer McCormack Suspended 
Pending an Investigation—Arrested 
for Stealing a Music Box—General 
Police News. 


The corner of Twelfth and Chestnut streets 
was the scene of a lively encounter about 2 
o’clock this morning between Miss Mamie 
Jones and Mrs. Mary McCormack, the wife of 
Police Officer Robert.

night, or this morning, for it was then nearly 
20’clock. Inashort time she saw her hus- 
band and Miss Jones come out and walk west 
on Chestnut street. She followed them and 
overtook them at Eleventh street and imme- 
diately sailed into the Jones woman, with the 
result above stated. A charge of disturbing 
the peace was placed against Miss 
Jones, and Mrs. McCormack was released. 
When the case was called in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court this morning, Miss Jones 
asked fora continuance and it was accord- 
ingly laid over to next Wednesday. Officer 
McCormack has been suspended and will be 
sent before the Police Board to-morrow on 
**charges of conduct unbecoming an officer.’’ 
Neither of the women was much hurt in the 
encounter they had.

She told me to go ahead 
and take them and I proceeded to take down 
the pictures when she jumped on mewitha 
broom. She hit me over the head and 
breast and arm and scratched 
me on the neck. I only defended 
myself and am certain that 1 didn’t hurt ber. 
I had no flat-iron, or sad-iron, or anything at 
allin my bands, and only warded off her 
biows with my own.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Schmaderer came to this 
country from Bavaria sixteen months ago 
and have been living near Twelfth and VU’ Fal- 
lon streets ever since,

Iun- 
derstand Hugh Brady will make a strong 
fight for the position andis backed for it by 
the Francis-Mafitt combination. 

My friends will probably, for this or some 
other reason better Known to themselves 
stillurge my claims, though, as I said, I 
would rather not have the position azain. 


Eleventh District Primaries. 


The. polls for the Republican primaries 
opened at 1 o’clock this afternoon inthe 
Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, Thirteenth 
and Twenty-third Wards. There are but two 


canflidates in the fleld—Richard Bartholdt 
and W. M. Kinsey—each of whom has made 
an active canvass of the St. Louis portion 
ofthe district. The aspirants have even be- 
come more zealous for success since the 
Dosenbach-Smith killing, which grew out of 
matters relating to the candi- 
dacy of the two men. In fact 
considerable aggressive organizing has been 
done since the unfortunate affair at Clayton 
and atthe hour the voting beganthe forces 
of both candidates were apparently ready 
for the fray. The hottest fights will take 
place in the Thirteenth, Seventh and 
Ninth Wards, the former being where Kinsey 
resides, and the latter the home of 
Bartholdt. For the first hour the voting was 
fairly brisk, but not by any means heavy, 
which can be attributed to the fact 
that the polls willremain open until 8 o’clock 
to-night, when the laboring and working 
classes willcome out. Itis also thought that 
business men willl not vote toany great extent 
untilafter6éo’clock. It is safe to predict 
that the vote will be large, as this is the only 
district which the last Legislaturein a new 
gerry mander of the State gave 
to the Republicans, and the _ rivalry 
has been sharp for the plum, 
That Kinsey will carry a majority of the 
wards is conceded by many of the knowing 
politicians although Bartholdis said to lay 
claim to the most of the votes. 

Saturday night the Republicans of the 
Thirteenth Ward opened the campaign by 
holding a mass-meeting at Lafayette Hall.

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THE RAILROAD BOSSES’ GRIP. 


The dictation of nominees is only a part 
of the scheme of the Railroad Bureau of 
Politics and Party Management to use the 
Democratic party of this State in the in- 
terests of its corporation masters. Essen- 
tial to this and all the other objects of the 
Bureau is the control of the party machine 
through the Bureau’s political agents. 

The directing chiefs of the Bureau know 
that the seat of party power lies in the 
party organization and are careful to keep 
a full representation of railroad attorneys 
and cow coroners on all party committees.

By means of the places these men hold in 
the party organization they are enabled to 
pose as representative Democrats and di- 
rect party action while doing the work of 
their railroad masters. They wield the 
power of the party machine in the legis- 
lative lobbies and party primaries and 
conventions in behalf of their masters. 

‘They run primaries and mass meetings 
and hold the party whip over the heads of 
candidates and delegates to compel sur- 
render to their domination. 

What the control of the Democratic ma- 
chine has been worth to the Railroad 
Bureau has been shown by indecent ex- 
hibitions of railroad bossism in the Dem- 
ocratic State Conventions.

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SELF HELP OR GOVERNMENT HELP. 


A great many Americans have got into 
the habit of relying too much on the gov- 
ernment and too little on themselves. 
There is a disposition to abandon the 
practice of self help and set up Uncle Sam 
as guide, philosopher and friend to whom 
the individual shall look whenever he gets 
into difficulties. The farmer, unable to 
understand why he cannot make a decent 
living by hard work, asks the government 
to help him out with a loan. The sugar 
planter and lemon grower want a subsidy 
because they cannot get rich growing 
sugar and lemons. Numberless friends of 
‘© American industry’’ maintain that it 
would never have come into being without 
the fostering care of the law-making 
power and seem to think that it will never 
be able to stand alone. 

Even in questions of practical morality 
the same disposition appears. The good 
citizen who would keep his neighbor so- 
ber does not trust to the force of persuasion 
and example and selfinterest, but gets a 
law passed to keep liquor out of his reach. 
The belief is widespread,and in some minds 
firmly fixed, that no good thing can be 
done by the individual! singly or in co-op- 
eration with others. And as faith in the 
individual wanes, confidence in the wis- 
dom and power of legislation grows, until 
it threatens to make usa nation of weak- 
lings looking for support to the Little 
Father in Washington. / 

There is something pitiful in this peren- 
nial confession of helplessness. We re- 
peat through force of habit the Yankee’s 
boast that ‘‘we can lick all creation,’’ 
but in commercial strife we beg for quar- 
ter. Not only do we withdraw from for- 
eign markets, but we advertise that it is 
with the utmost difficulty that we hold our 
own. And of late it is said that we cannot 
even pay our own taxes. By a trick of 
legislative legerdemain we propose to get 
the foreigner to pay them. It is worth 
while to ask what we can do. Are we to 
accept the dictum of paternalism, ac- 
knowledge our inability to maintain a 
commanding positionin the struggle for 
life, or are we humbly to take place asa 
fourth-rate nation distanced in the race 
by people whom we professed to despise? 

There is only one way out. If the 
American people are to win commercial 
supremacy they must come out in the open 
and fight for it. If the workingman is 
to have good wagesand his share of the 


' material prosperity which is the condition 


precedent of spiritual development he 
must decline all further offers of Govern- 
ment help and work outhis own salvation 
by making better goods than his 
competitors and selling them cheap- 
-  t ea free market. It is 
a commonplace that the American is more 
intelligent and more skillful than almost 
any other people. It is only of late years 
that the doctrine has been held that starva- 
tion and stupidity were advantages in 
trade, The belief has some hold on the 
people, but it ought not to be .hard to 
break it, 4 
When it is well understood that brains 
and character are of commercial worth 


self-respect and a reappearance of a self- 
reliant spirit without which nations, like 
individuals, decay and die.

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Comptroller Stevenson on Commissioner 
Murphy’s Scheme to Raise Funds. 


INCREASING THE CITY LIMITS WOULD 
BE OF NO ADVANTAGE. 


He Intimates That the Cost of Keeping 
Up the New Territory Will More Than 
Offset the Revenue Received—Mayor 
Noonan on the Pilan—News ofthe City 
Hall 


The proposed scheme of Maj. Murphy, 
Street Commissioner, for increasing the 
city’s revenue by extending the present city 
limits into St. Louis County, a plan of which 
was published in the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH 
yesterday, is meeting with considerable 
comment around the City Hall. The planin 
brief is to extend the present limits from a 
point below Jefferson Barracks on the river 
front, around the county as far back as Kirk- 
wood, embracing that town, Clayton and all 
suburban settlements east of them to the 
present city boundary. The tract then added 
would embrace about 51,200 acres, ar about 
eighty square miles. This would add, so 
Maj. Murphy claims, about $25,000,000 to the 
city’s present taxable values and give at 
least $500,000 to the annual revenus. 

Mayor Noonan, when seen to-day at his 
office, said in reference to the froposed 
scheme that the matter had been broached 
to him by Maj. Murphy, but as yet he had 
formed no definite opinion as to the advant- 
ages that would accrue to the city by its 
adoption. 

THE MAYOR’S VIEWS. 

‘‘Tam notin favor of the Chicago idea,’’ 
he said, ‘tof extending city limits 
simply to swell the population ofr 
acreage for appearance sake. 
St. Louis is already avery large city, when 
its acreage is taken into consideration, and 
unless her revenue was materially increased 
and other substantial advantages gained, I 
would certainly not indorse the present 
project, I have not posted myself 
sufficiently on the taxable value 
of the proposed addition to say that the in- 
creased revenue divided from it would more 
than counterbalance the burden of expenses 
the city would assume by embracing that 
district within its limits. From the presents 
outlook it seems to me, however, that in 
time we must take in some portions wf the 
outlying suburbs, as they are practically 
helpless in the way of supplying themselves 
with the conveniences ofa modern munic- 
ipality without our aid. I refer particularly 
to their water supply. They look 
to the river for it and already have made ap 
plication to the city fora supply through our 
works, as one of their own seems quite out of 
the question. 

‘*It is a matter of comity, of course, that we 
assist them as far as practicable, 
without detriment to our own people. 
This can be Gone by means of meters inthe 
outlying districts, and some satisfactory ar. 
rangements between the county authorities 
andthe city asto laying mains, paying for 
the etc. If from water we 
go to gas, electricity, fire protection, 

, I think we had better consider 
the propriety of taking them in entirely 
under our municipal control. There is much 
to be said on both sides ofthe question, and 
untill have investigated further I do not 
wishto be put down as indorsing or dis 
countenancing the scheme. 

‘*I will say in conclusion, though, that ff, 
as I am informed, there is a line of 
biuffs or hills abonvt five milles back 
of our present city limits which 
prevent a system of sewerage being 
run in that direction, and thus throw almost 
the entire sewage from that section upon 
the present city sewers, 1 should think the 

roject a most disadvantageous one tous 
rom a sanitary point.’’ 

COMPTROLLER STEVENSON’S IDEAS. 

City Comptroller Stevenson. says the 
scheme istoo large and grand for him to 
grasp in a day or two. 

‘*Now see here,’’ he said, ‘‘do you suppose 
those 50,000 people, which that article says 
are out inthe county, are going to come in 
and help bear our burden of expenses 
without atthe same time sharing our im- 
provements and conveniences? The limit of 
taxation for municipal revenue Is 1 per cent, 
and if there is to be $25,000,000 worth 
of taxable property added to our limits, 
that will give us only $250,000 revenue. 
When it comes to pay for street improve- 
ments, sewerage, fire protection, police pro- 
tection and the like out of that fund, do you 
suppose there wiil be much left to help us out 
ofour present difficulty? Ishould say not. 
Take the cost of a single fire company, for 
instance. The houses, engines and general 
equipments cost about $30,000, and then 
comes anexpense of from $10,000 to $12,000a 
year for running it. At least that is 
what the city pays now for its 
average company ofnine men. This {is only 
a single item, and certainly the new district 
willask for fireand police protection from 
the very beginning if for nothing eise. Be- 
sides,’’ said the General, as he turned to go 
into his private office,’’ Ido notthink we 
would gain a population of 50,000 nor an in- 
crease of $25,000,000in taxable values. The 
County Clerkat Clayton can enlighten you 
on this matter.’’ 


SUSPENDED THE MESSENGER. 


Superintendent Fuller Rsleased George

‘*That I do not care to tell, or the place 
where it was opened.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Fuller inferred that Will- 
jams’ statement was so unsatisfactory that 
he deemed it hisduty to suspend him tempo- 
rarily, untila thorough investigation could 
be made. Williams has been in the employ 
of the company as a messenger about a year, 
and has had that same run almost the entire 
time. He had been a_e good 
and trusted employe, Supt. 
said, but there was a cioud 
of suspicion cast over him by his actions in 
this robpery, which justified his suspension.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE IN JAIL. 


Murderer Ulmer Weakens on Dyine Af 
ter Making a Leap—Two Suicides. 


Louis Ulmer, who brutally murdered Mrs, 
Mary Eilman, his.aged landlady, on the 6th 
inst., by shooting her five times, at her res!i- 
dence, No. 1428 North Twelfth street, made a 
sensational attempt at suicide in the jail 
yesterday morning about 9:45 o’clock. Ulle- 
mer was visited yesterday morning by his 
wife and little baby for the first time since 
his confinement in jail. The affecting part- 
ing with his wife appeared to greatly unsettle 


his nerves. Justafter her departure, while 
walking along thethird gallery, he suddenly 
topped, and, raising both hands above his 
head in the attitude of a diver, plunged for- 
ward and outward, There are 
two railings separated by a short dis- 
tance running the _ entire length of 
the court that protectthis gallery. As Ulmer 
made hislunge forward he suddenly changed 
his mind about taking the dive and, grasping 
the outer rail, was turned pon gee! over 
and left suspended some 30 feet above the 
fioor below, Holding the rail he shrieked for 
help, crying that he was not 
ready to die. There was ge 
consternation amon the prisoners, 
While Jailer Kramer and one of his assistants - 
were rushing up the stairway, Ulmer uttered 
a shriek and let go his hold, 

Had it not been for the bravery and courage 
displayed by Marion ee the alleged 
Glendale train robber, and Jail Guard James 

,the unfortunate man would doubtless 
en killed by the fall. These two n 
stood directly beneath him and at 
the risk of their own lives 
received him as he fell on their shoulders. 
Both were thrown tothe ground by the shock 
but not seriously injured. Ulmer shammed 
paralysis of the legs, but was found to be in 
no danger and was removed to hiscell, He 
has feigned insanity ever since he was p 
in jail. The spot from which Ulmer made 
nis leap is almost identical with that from 
which Patsy Early, the slayer of Billy er- 
man, jum on January 22, 1883, and was 
instantly killed

HIS STATEMENT OF THE EVENTS WHICH 
LED TO HIS FLIGHT. 


With Millions Squeezed From the People 
He Oan Now Rival Guzman Blanoo— 
What an American Said During the 
Revolution in the Little Republic—A 


Falstaffian Army. 


BORDEAUX, France, July 17.—Ex-President 
Palacio, in an interview shortly after landing 
here, said: 

**I never wished to be Dictatorof Vene- 
zuela, and I never wished to remain in power 
a single day longer than I believed the neces- 
sities of the situation demanded. The good 
of my countrymen wasall Idesired. I am 
going away becausel amtoldit isfor the 
good of the country and to prevent shedding 
of my countrymen’s blood. The whoie thing 
is a auestion of constitutional reform. There 
isno personal question and my enemies lie 
when they say suchis the case, Idefy any 
Ohe to produce a single proof that I ex- 
pressed, either in writing or by word 
of mouth, a desire to retain the 
presidency. .The country, I am _ con- 
fident, was with me, but by a slight majority 
the Cortes were against me. WhatI wanted 
was simply this—to divide the country into 
twenty States, as was thecase formerly, in- 
stead of only nine, as the division is at pres- 
ent, soastohave the President elected by 
direct vote of the people instead of by Con- 
gress. By a small majority Congress was 
opposed to this, there being for the Govern- 
ment 40 votes and against the Government 
only 42 or 43. If Congress had reassembled 
under other condftionsa reform ot the consti- 
tution would not have been carried despite 
the fact that the country was almost unanil- 
mous inits favor. All the municipal coun- 
cils expressed a desire for reform, while 
seven outof nine councils general had pe- 
titlioned Congress for the same purpose. 
Similar petitions had been made by almost 


all the towns. 
THE CRITICAL POINT. 

‘«Here comés the critical point. Supposing I 
had wanted Congress to assemble; my sup- 
porters in Congress would not have agreed to 
it. In any case Icould not convoke Con- 
gress without going contrary tomy deepest 
convictions and alsoto those of my friends 
and the people who hoped that I would bring 
about a reform of the constitution. My de 
sire was toconvoke the Federal Assembly. 
Irepeatitisallietosay I hoped to be re- 
elected President by that Assembly. I would 
have gone before it witha declaration that lI 
could not accept re-election under any cir- 
cumstances, and I would have left office feel- 
ing that Ihad done my duty to my country. 
I would have succeeded in this noble 
task but for the personai ambition 
of men who claim to be devoted to the 
liberal cause. Had Gen. Sarria, Minister of 
War, and Gen. Monagas, both deputies, not 
been devoured by a desire to be led to the 
Presidency by Congress and consequently re- 
quested to join in the proposed measure of 
constitutional reforms their votes and those 
of the few others who were their partisans 
would have given a majority in Congress and 
woulda have been no cause for my refusal to 
convoke the Chambers, What do these men 
do when they see the opportunity of remov- 
ing from their path one who could have 
never tolerated their self-seeking? 

‘*You know how I left the Casa Imarilla. 
Those two men came to me on the ground of 
personal friendship and told me that my 
conduct had been misconstrued and had 
alienated the sympathies of the people, who 
believed me to be the cause ofthe war. They 
claimed, therefore, that their only resource 
. was to summon Congress, Tothat my reply 
was thatI would never sacrifice my convic- 
tions, that to call Congress at that juncture 
could only be fully restored by the 
convocation 
sembly, a , I 
had drawn up. it I called 
a meeting of the Cabinet and Federai Coun- 
cil, at which I again expressed my desire to 
retire from office on the convocation of the 
Federal Assembly. Next day there was a 
second meeting, when I decided to givea 
fresh proof that no personal considerations 
weighed with me. I declared my intention 
of handing over the presidential functions to 
my constitutional successor, Dr. Villegas, 
and of leaving the country. I said that I did 
not wish to be the cause of any bloodshed, 
that 1 would go away—andI did.’’ 

AN UNWILLING EXILE. 

It was on board the French Trans-Atlantic 
Co.’s steamer Labrador that the extled Pres- 
ident came to France accompanied by his 
wife, son, daughter, niece and suite, inclua- 
ing two secretaries and the editor of the 
Opinion Naccionale of Caracas. The party 
boarded the Labrador at Fort de France, 
whither Senor Palacio had been conveyed 
from La Guayra by a Venezuelan man-of- 
war, the ostensible object being to honor the 
departure of the President, but the real ob- 
ject there is little doubt being to insure his 
quitting the country. 

The aboveisa resume of Senor Palacio’s 
statements respecting his departure from 
Venezuela and the cause thereof. The ex- 
President naturally pleads pro domo sua. It 
is as liable to suspicion as the manifesto 
which he drew up at Fortde France, on the 
chief lines of which it is conceived. _— In fact, 
in the opinion of all save his avowed parti- 
sans itinmany points directly contradicts 
the facts, and the correspondent did not 
find a single unbiased passenger from Vene- 
guela who did not believe that Senor Palacio 
had to leave. Ha would not admit this, and 
every time the subject was approached, he 
would repeat that he left Caracas on June 
17, with every honor shown him and accom- 
panied by his successor, Dr. Villegas, and ail 
the high officials. Still the impression is 
made that it was butthe gilding of the pill, 
particularly as on one occasion he let slip the 
expression, ‘‘J’e tais force m’en aller.’’ 
Even less credit is given to his protestations 
as to the SUCRR SORES being altogether out 
of his thoughts. ndeed, not even his 
friends on board seemed to believe a word of 
them. 

On one point there was almost a unanimity 
of opinion, though there was a variety’ ,of 
estimates as to the number of millions wh’ch 
Serlor Palacio’s Presidency had been pro- 
ductive of to himseif. The average was 
fifteen. The correspondent was assured by 
a French Government official on board the 
Labrador thatin the autumn of last year 
Senor Palacio refused 9,000,000 francs which 
were offered to him by a French com- 
pany of the first order for 
certain concessions. He “wanted 15,000,000 
francs. His reply tothe question which was 
puttohimon this matter was: ‘‘There are 
always such reports. I have not earned a 
single sou during my term of office. I have 
not even asked for the arrears of my salary.’’ 

In this connection it may be mentioned that 
the report current in Venezuela credits Senor 
Palacio with having refused to convoke Con- 
gress for the simple reason that there existed 
a deficit-of several millions in the budget, 
which deficit. he trusted, might be concealed 
should the troubles ensue. 

WHAT AN AMERICAN SAW. 

New York, July 18.—An American who has 
just returned from Venezuela gives many in- 
teresting facts of the situation in that much 
disturbed republic, He says of the army:

Dissatisfied Horse Owners Will Build a 
Course at Chicago. 


THEY COMPLAIN OF BAD TREATMENT AT 
WASHINGTON PARE. 


Turfmen Threaten to Make n6 More En- 
tries for the Stakes of the Windy 
City’s Big Racing Association—Jem 
Mace Wants a Situation ‘Awful Badly’’ 
—Sporting News in General 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 18.—There may be an- 
other race track in Chicago next year, one 
built and owned and occupied by an organ- 
ization of horse-breeders and owners, who 
will take this means of redressing their accu- 
mulated grievances against Washington 
Park. The plan, with which many ofthe 
most prominent owners and breeders in the 
South and West, whose names have been 
standing in the Washington Park Stake 
Book since its first publication, are identi- 
fied, has gone beyond the embryo stage, 
and, although it may never be transferred 
from paper to reality, there is no lack of de- 
termination or means behind it. It contem- 
Plates declaring out of all the Washington 
Park stakes and racing on a track controlled 
directly by the owners. This action is pro- 
posed because of the great dissatisfaction 
among horsemen with the way Washington 
Park was conducted. 

Since the opening of the present meeting 
prominent breeders and owners have met 
and discussed the situation, and E. J. Bald- 
win, Scoggan Bros. and others have ex- 
pressed themselves strongly in favor of or- 
ganization and action. Chinn & Morgan, 
owners of the Kentucky stable, extensively 
engaged in the Washington Park stakes, 
brought twenty-three horses here over a 
week ago with the intention of starting them 
in the stakes and purses, but they were curt- 
ly informed that they would have to provide 
shelter for their animals outside of the 
grounds. Other owners have been accorded 
Similar treatment, and say that when it 
comes to collecting forfeits they will give the

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IN STREAMS OF FIRE. 


Thousands of Lives Lost on the Island of 
Sangir. 


SYDNEY, New South Wales,July 18.—Rumors 
have reached here from Tamur that there 
has been a volcanic eruption on the Island of 
Sangir, one of the Philippine group, and that 
most of the inhabitants have been killed. A 
native from the Talatee Islands, who landed 
at Selangen four weeks ago, brought a re- 
markable story to the effect that several 
other natives had just returned from 4 voy- 
age near Sangir. They had intended to land 


on the island, but were prevented by the 
sight of mountains belching forth smoke and 
fire. They reported that the whole Island 
was on fire. The water eee the 
coast was full, they said, of half 
burned wreckage, pieces of houses and 
charred bodies. The whole population, esti- 
mated at about 12,000, seemed to have been 
swept into the sea or burned, as nota living 
soul was to be seen, showing that the activity 
of the volcanoes had not abated. The steam- 
ship Catterthun, from China to Sydney, 
brought a similar story into port with it yes- 
terday. Near Sangir, its captain said, it has 
assed through miles of debris dissimilar 
rom anything before had seen atsea. Sides 
of huts, most of them charred and broken, 
were mixed with utensils. Many objects re- 
sembling charred human trunks were 
also seen. Articies of headdress 
in the wreckage were identified by a 
sailor who had been in the Philippines as 
peculiartothe natives of Sangir. The re- 
ports are partialiy credited here, although 
they are believed to have been exaggerated. 
Tne formation of Sangir is volcanic. The 
island is thirty miles long with an average 
breadth of ten miles. The volcano nowin a 
state oferruption is situated almost in the 
center of the little island. By an eruption of 
the volcano Mayon on the Philippine group 
in 1814, 15,000 of the native population lost 
their lives. In 1867a similar fate befell the 
population of another island. 


ETNA SPOUTING. 
CATANIA, July 18.—Immense incandescent 
rocks and immense clouds of steam continue 
to be thrown outof the cratersof Mount 
Etna. Part of the village of Ventura has 
been destroyed by lava, and an immense 


amount of damage has been done to neigh- 
boring chestnut woods. Committees of citi- 
zens are being formeto relieve the suffer- 
ers.
